and concealed from her Highneſſe and her Crowne: By pꝛetente whereof , the 


greatly vexed and moleſted, and the Tawes not thereby any thing the better ere- 


tuted, but in ſome parts rather impaired, noꝛ any ſuch p2ofit recouered, oꝛ obtained to her Highnes vſe 


vpon ſuch executions ⁊ contealements,as was pꝛetended: moſt gratiouſly minding the common quiet 
and pꝛolit of her louing Subiects, and willing to remoue all occaſions of ſuch griets to her people, as 
things Whereof ſhee alwayes hath had, and pet ſill Hath vtter unlliking: Expꝛeſly wilieth and com⸗ 
mandeth that the execution of all ſuch ſpeciall grants # Commiſſions made to particular perſous tou- 
ching the pꝛemiſſes, and all Commiſſions not being returned into any her Maieſties courts of Reco2d 
made vpon oꝛ by vertuc of any ſuch grants, ſhall from hentefoꝛth teaſe. And that no new Commiſſi⸗ 


ons vpon any the grants afoꝛeſaid, do from hencefoꝛth paſſe any her Maieſties Sealcs, noꝛ any P20- 


tes oꝛ Wait to be awarded. noꝛ infoꝛmation from hencekooꝛth received, vpon oꝛ by bertue of any ſuch 
Grants o2 Commiſſion, out of any her Maieſties Courts of Recozd whatſoeuer. 

And further her Maieſtie commandeth, that no Commiſſions oꝛ: Commiſſioner, oꝛ other perſon 
whatſocuer,already authoꝛuzed to exetute any ſuch Grant oꝛ Commiſſion, ſhal from hencckoꝛth deale 
oꝛ pꝛoteed any further by inquiſition of Juro2s,craniination ot witneſſes, oꝛ tertificate, oꝛ byany other 
Wapes oꝛ meanes whatſoeuer, to execute any the ſaid Grants o2 Commiſſions vpon pam of impzi⸗ 
ſonment, and incurring her Maieſties diſpleaſure. And her Highnes docth further ſtraightly pꝛo⸗ 
Hibite and foꝛbid all her Juſtices of the Peace, Maioꝛs, Sheriffs, Conſtables, Bailiffs of Libertics, 
and other her Officers and mimſters whatſocuer, as they tender the auopding of her Highucs dil⸗ 
pleaſure, feomhencefoꝛth to be in any wile aiding oꝛaſſiſting to the execution of any the laid Statutes 
oꝛ Commiſſions. And fo: the better execution of the Pꝛemiſſes, if any perton oꝛ perſons tontrarpto 
her Maieſties Pꝛoclamation and Prohibition, ſhall pꝛeſume 92crecute any the lard Grants o: Com- 
mions, oꝛ to be in any wile ayding oz alliſting thereunto: Then her Highnes will and exy2c tc com⸗ 
mandement is to all Juſtices ofthe Peace, Maioꝛs, Sheriffes, Bailiffes, and all other her Officers 
and miniſters whatlocuer, to whom it ſhall oz map appertaine.to attach and appꝛehend all and cuery 
ſuch Offendour and Offcndours, and them to tommit to the common Gaole of the conntrey where 
ſuch offences ſhalbe tommitted, there to remame Without Baile o2 Mamepꝛiſe, vntul her High neſſe 
—_ _ by her Honourable Pꝛiuie Counſcll , o2 otherwile be figtnficd what ſhalbe further done 
im that behalfe. 

Pꝛouided neuertheleſſe , That where by meanes of the ſaid Grants diuers Suits are already cont- 
menced bythe parties, and ſome of them depending in ſundꝛy her Maieſties Courts by way of Infoꝛ⸗ 
mation oꝛ otherwile, at the charge of the ſaid Patentees, her Highneſſe alſo minding to put the ſame 
Suits to ſome good end, with therealonable contentation of her Subiects , doth by vertuc hereofan- 
thoꝛiʒe the Lo2d Chancellour of England, the Loꝛd Treaſourer of England, the Chanccllour of her 
Court of Exchequer, and the Barons of tlze lauie Court, oꝛ two ofthem, whereof the Loꝛd Chantel⸗ 
lour to be one, foꝛ all cauſes determinable in the Chancery, and the Lozd Treaſourer one foꝛ all cauſes 
determinable in the Exchequer, to heare, oꝛder, eud oꝛ compound all the ſaid cauſes as ſhall ſtand with 
equitie to the quiet of the parties moleſted, and the reaſonable ſatiſfaction of the Patentees afoꝛeſaid, 
ratifying and allowing whatſocucr the ſaid Lozd Chancellour, Loꝛd Treaſourer, Chancellour and 
Warons as aboucts lunitted, hall doe oz conclude touching the Pꝛemiſſes.
